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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a method for controlling a mobile electronic device to 
receive text input, wherein detecting presses of no more than N keys of 
some number of keys, receiving input of most or all of the letters A-Z of 
the alphabet by, for at least some letters, inputting that letter in response 
to exactly two sequential key presses. 

II. Claims 16-18, drawn to a method of user assistance for text input to a 
mobile electronic device having a keypad and a display, wherein 
displaying most or all of the letters A-Z, each letter being displayed as a 
combination of two separate symbols appearing on separate keys of the 
keypad. 

III. Claims 20-23, drawn a method for controlling a mobile electronic device to 
receive graphical selection or cursor positioning information, wherein 
displaying an element on a display of the electronic device, logically 
dividing the display into sections, detecting a user input corresponding to a 
section of the display in which the display element is displayed, logically 
dividing a section previously selected into smaller sections, and repeating 
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the immediately preceding steps of detecting and logically dividing as 
necessary. 

IV. Claims 27 and 33-35, drawn a keypad for use with a mobile electronic 
device, wherein respective keys have formed thereon respective indicia 
substantially as follows: left angle, right angle, up angle, down angle, 
horizontal line, vertical line. 
III. Claim 28-29, drawn to a keypad for use with a mobile electronic device, 
wherein the keypad having an arrangement of keys, at least four of the 
keys having raised indicia formed thereon.

Group IV direct to a distinct 
invention of a keypad for use with a mobile electronic device wherein respective keys 
have formed thereon respective indicia, as stated above, and Group V drawn to a 
separate utility such as a keypad for use with a mobile electronic device wherein the 
keypad having an arrangement of keys, as stated above. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their recognized divergent subject 
matter and different searches are required for each group. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended In compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

6. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Michael J. Ure on August 10, 2006, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-2. Claims 16-18, 20-23, 27-29, and 33-35 are withdrawn from further 
consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states.

8. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as being anticipated by 
Martensson (5,553,125). 

As per claim 1 , Martensson disclose a method of controlling a mobile electronic 
device (Fig. 1/no. 1) to receive text input, wherein detecting presses of no more than N 
keys of some number of keys, receiving input of most or all of the letters A-Z of the 
alphabet by, for at least some letters, inputting that letter in response to exactly tvy^o 
sequential key presses (col. 5/ln. 58-col. 6/ln. 18). 

As per claim 2, Martensson disclose wherein most or all of the letters are input in 
response to exactly two sequential key presses (col. 5/ln. 58-col. 6/ln. 18).
